The power of the Mayor mid Cor- 
poration of this city to deal with the 
highways, etc., within the municipal 
limits is not open to question. The 
Victoria Municipality Act of i8G'2 
conveyed to the Corporation the ex- 
clusive right to regulate and maintain 
streets, etc. ' Previous to the passage 
of that Act the right had been exercis 
ed by tho Colonial Government. Thr 
power was reaffirmed in tho Act of 
1867 in the following clause: (Page 
758, Consolidated Statutes, 1877:) 

(2) To regulato tho maintenance, re- 
pair, and construction of the highways, 
footpaths, public wharves, and bridges, 
situated within the said city. 

Under tho power conveyed in this 
clause the Corporation have acted for 
seventeen years past; and so zealously 
have they guarded tho right that no 
citizen has been allowed to lay a side- 
walk, cut a drain, make a crosswalk, 
or establish the line or grado of a 
street without having first obtained 
permission to do tho same from the 
City Council or the Street Committee. 
Since the Provincial Government have 
surrendered tho control of the city to 
the Ratepayers they stand in the same 
relation 'owards the city as tho poor- 
est individual. They can neither lay a 
sidewalk, cut a drain, establish a line 
or a grade without having first obtain- 
ed tho permission of tho City Council. 
Thoir proposition to open Pandora 
avenue and Yates street is therefore 
clearly illegal. Tho work can only be 
authorized by the City Corporation, 
who have nob been consulted, and who 
will probably apply for an injunction 
to restain the contractor, whoever he 
may' be, from meddling in tho matter. 
"Ill got, ill go." The $4,500 vote was 
conceived in iniquity and brought forth 
in sin; and it is not unnatural that the 
Government should adopt illegal 
measures to get rid of their responsi- 
bility. But the City Government will 
doubtless object very decidedly to the 
corporate limits being turned into a sort 
of Foundling Hospital or Baby Farm 
in which to wet-nurse the mistakes of 
tho Provincial Government.

The ruilk-and-waterish tone assumed 
by our contemporary yesterday in deal- 
ing with tho arbitration case, is in 
marked and pleasant contrast with its 
blood and thunder fulminations of last 
week. Wo really must congratulate 
the organ upon the advent of reason to 
its benighted mind, and if it attended 
Dr. York's lecture on "Common 
Sense" last evening it picked up points 
by the observance of which it may 
steer clear of .embroilments which 
probably arise from its dense ignorance 
of the law. Tho position assumed by 
our contemporary yesterday exactly 
accords with that taken by Mr. Comf- 
ton and Mr. Robertson, with this ex- 
ception. It promises to give tho pub- 
lic the evidence as soon as the arbitra- 
tion ia closed. This it knows — or ought 
to know — cannot be done. The evi- 
dence can only be made public after it 
has been submitted to the Dominion 
Government with tho finding of the 
Court. Then, and then only, will a 
newspaper have access to the docu- 
ments. The organ seeks to let itself 
down gently when it asserts that its 
representative had as much right in 
Mr. Thornton Pell's office as Mr. Fell 
himsolf, while the arbitration was in 
progress. Supposing Mr. Fell to have 
obtained burglarious possession of the 
premises, then wo must admit that the 
Standard, entering at the window, 
would have had as much right there as 
Mr. Fell entering at tho door; but as 
an Englishman's house is his castle, and 
as the office in question is in Mr. Fell's 
occupancy, wo fancy that had the 
Standard's peculiar views of "mine and 
thine" been enforced, there would have 
been a sudden rise in the market value 
of heavy soled boots with extension 
toes. But, "all's well that ends well ;" 
and we rejoice that our contemporary 
has corns to its senses and resolved not 
to make a goose of itself any longer on 
this particular point. 



PROM VICTORIA TO WINNIPEG-. 



Rov. Mr. Gordon's Trip. 

Tho Globe's correspondent at Ottawa, 
on the 5th inst., obtained, an interview 
" with Rev. D. M. Gordon, pastor of 
St. Andrew's Presbyterian Church, 
Ottawa, who loft this city on the 3d of 
June lust to proceed via the Skeena 
River route to Canada. He speaks in 
the most favorable manner of the navi- 
gation along the coast of the Pacific 
Province. Port Simpson, which is open 
all the year round, is admirably situat- 
ed as a point of departure for crossing 
tho Pacific Ocean in so far as the 
capacity of tho harbor and i'.s shelter 
from storms are concerned, but in order 
to reach it by any possible, system of 
railway a very large extent of unprofit- 
able country would require to be 
traversed. Unless the consideration of 
tho Asiatic trade be thought of supreme 
importance the harbor cannot bo re- 
garded as a suitablo terminus for the 
Canada Pacific Railway. The climate 
of this part of the Province is generally 
humid, especially in comparison with 
the delightful climate of Victoria, 
Skeena River, like all those bodies of 
water which llow westward from the 
Rocky Mountains into the Pacific 
Ocean, has a rapid and strong current, 
but noar the banksit is shallow enough 
for the greater portion of the distance 
to allow of poling the canoes, as the 
current is usually too swift to admit 
of paddling. Thirteen working days 
wore occupied in journeying these one 
hundred and fifty miles. From tho 
forks of the Skeena the party travolled 
op foot to LakoBabiuo. fifty miles dis- 



tant, and thence by canoe up Lake 
Babine for one hundred miles. A 
seven-miles portage brought them to 
Lake Stewart, and a journey by boat 
down that sheet of water 10 miles 
landed them at Fort St. James, tho 
Hudson. Bay Company's central post in 
Northern British Columbia. From 
Lake Babine to Fort St. James the en- 
tire country was so gently undulating 
that a traveller could hardly realize 
when gazing upon it that ho was trav- 
ersing a Uiui which on tho whole had 
been so fairly described as a 
"sea of mountains." From Fort 
St. James the party wont by 
mule trains to Fort McLeod, a dis- 
tance of seventy miles, where, having 
procured a large boat, they went down 
the Pack River, which flows from Mc- 
Leod's Lake into the Parsnip River, a 
distanco of 17 miles. Thenco they 
passed down tho Parsnip, which is a 
great southern tributary of the Peace 
River, to a point where it joins tho 
Finlay River at Finlay Rapids, and the 
amalgamated waters flow onward there- 
after under tho name now so well 
known. Im mediately below the Fin- 
lay Rapids the Peace River turns south- 
ward and cleaves its way through the 
range of tho Rocky Mountains. There 
it is about 150 yards in width, with a 
current flowing at tho speed of four or 
live miles an hour, and at that rate it 
continues to flow throughout the wliole 
length of the Peace River Pass from 
Mount Selwyn to Mount Garnet Wolse- 
ley, a distance of twenty-two miles. 
Peace River is navigable for several 
hundred miles by steamer. From Hud- 
son Hope, a Hudson Pay Company's 
post at the foot of tho Canon, the 
Peace River district, properly so-called, 
begins. A belt of fertile soil stretches 
from the north bank of tho river. In 
some parts it is continuously timbered, 
and in others lightly wooded with tis- 
pen crops, while still other parts arc 
open prairie ready for the plough. This 
belt of fertilo soil extends for i. .readth 
of from twenty-five to seventy miles 
north of the river along its course for 
several hundred miles. South of tho 
Peace River the fertilo soil extends in 
a widening belt from Hudson Hope 
eastward to Smoky River, including 
the tract knowd as La Grande Prairie, 
which is exceedingly fertile. This rich 
plateau is for tho most part as level as 
tho prairie, and is on an elevation of 
eight hundred foet above the river. 
Until, however, actual experiment .has 
been mado it would be premature to 
characterize tho great fertilo tract of the 
Pcaco River country, by which is meant 
this plateau several hundred foot above 
tho river, as thoroughly suited for the 
growth of grain. Summer frosts oc- 
casionally occur, but without extended 
observations it could not bo said that 
they would prove fatal to the successful 
growth of grain there any more than they 
have injured a similar growth in tho Sas- 
katchewan Valley, where the Edmonton 
district is well known to bo well adapted 
for tho growth of wheat. The members 
of the party witnessed a slight frost dur- 
ing tho latter part of August, but it was 
at a time when wheat would have been out 
of danger, and no serious injury 
could have been done. Tho general ap- 
pearance of tho herbage and foliage, as 
well as the character of tho soil, warrant 
tho expectation that this will prove to be 
one of tho most valuable agricultural dis- 
tricts in tho Dominion. Notwithstanding 
the severity of the season horses winter 
out of doors. The average fall of snow- 
not boing more than half a foot in depth 
it ia not sufficient to prevent them from 
cropping tho grass beneath it. Abun- 
dance of wild hay suitablo for feeding 
cattle can bo procured simply for the 
trouble of cutting it. Mr. Gordon ex- 
presses a belief that tho adoption of tho 
route for the Canada Pacific Railway via 
Yellow Head Pass and the Burrard Inlet 
district is unquestionably tho host course 
which could be pursued to ensure tho ncr- 
manent success of the transcontinental 
highway.

Toronto, Nov. 6 — Subscriptions are 
invited in England for .£500,000 of 
Canada Central first mortgage at five 
per cent, bonds, payable in twenty 
years. Tho Canadian Government 
guarantee tho interest. 

The woman Lulu Ellis, tried at the 
Belleville Assizes for shooting and 
killing Duncan Mclntyre, was yester- 
day acquitted by tho jury. The shoot- 
ing was not denied, tho prisoner plead- 
ing justification. 

There is a very loud complaint in 
Montreal over tho numerous cases of 
burglary and vandalism which occur in 
that city, and much blame is charged 
upon the City Council for the spirit of 
parsimony it displays in maintaining 
an efficient police force. 

The decision of tho three judges of 
the Supreme Court of tho five giving 
decision on tho right of Provincial 
Governments to appoint Queen's Coun- 
sel being in favor of tho view that 
such oxerciso of power was unconstitu- 
tional, Mr. Bethuno, of Toronto, and 
Mr. Haliburton, of Nova Scotia, both 
of whom had been created Queen's 
Counsel by Provincial Govornments, 
discarded tho (lowing silk gown and 
apeared in barrister's robes. Their 
conduct is highly commended. 

There is not a single boat loading at 
tho lumber docks, Ottawa. Lumber- 
men report that it is impossible to 
charter a vessel for love or money, the 
demand has been so great for the past 
six months. 

The Reform Convention for West 
Durham has been called for Saturday 
next, owing to tho issuo of tho writ 
fixing the nomination for the 17th insl. 
The Coivontion was first called for the 
19th.

Halifax, N. S., Nov. 5.— In the Su- 
preme Court to-day, before Judge Mac- 
donald, the jury returned a verdict for 
§7,000 damages for libel in the case of 
John Silver & Co. against the Domin- 
ion Telegraph Co. The libel, it appears, 
consisted of a dispatch published in 
the St. John Telegraph of Jan. b'th 
last, stating that tho plaintiffs had failed 
with heavy liabilities. The statement, 
was immediately contradicted in near- 
ly every paper in Canada, although the 
statement was only published in the 
Telegraph. Tho Judge charged strong- 
ly against the defendants. The dam- 
ages are considered exorbitant, and an 
appeal is to be taken to the Supreme 
Court of Canada.

A Sharp County, Ark., Man who 
has Gaujlit Aflro and. is Illuminat-

Information reaches us that the 
Sharp County "liro man" is still burn- 
ing. This affair id, indeed, very won- 
derful — wonderful in two respects — 
wonderful if true, and wonderful if 
not true. Wonderful in tho not true 
sense because people of Sharp County, 
some of them, believe tho story. At 
night, so tho story goes, the man re- 
sembles a moving illumination. His 
nose is as a taper, and his eyes as red 
lanterns. Several nights ago ho ap- 
peared to a party of fishermen. Coin- 
ing up suddenly, accompanied by a 
glare and fearfully flickering lights 
that flared with the wind, he awaken- 
ed the most augmented fear. He did 
not speak, but stood glaring at the 
men, and when they ran away he fol- 
lowed them. 

A history of tho man, as near as can 
be obtained, says that several years 
ago he was a well-to-do farmer. Al- 
though a kind-hearted man, he was ex- 
ceedingly profane, and was never at a 
loss for an oath.

The man argued with his 
wife, and told her that there was no 
Christ, no God, no Devil. ''Look," 
said he, "into the Christ matter. The 
Testament says that at the. crucifixion 
of Jesus the world grew suddenly dark 
and the earth shook. The Grecian and 
Roman astronomers of those days were 
learned. Why did they not transmit 
accounts of such a remarkable phenom- 
enon?" His wife, "simple-minded and 
unread," did not attempt to answer his 
argument, but with the characteristic 
faiih of an Olintheus, continued to 
nightly sit within the sound of the 
Gospel. The man — Hamlin is his 
name, which fact should have been 
mentioned before —gradually lost his 
reason, and vowed that if his wife did 
not quit attending church, he would 
burn down the building. This threat, 
though made passionately, was more 
than a passing declaration. One night, 
after his wife had gone, Hamlin took a 
chunk of lire from the fire-place, and 
moved off toward the school-house. 
When he arrived, the minister was 
painting a glorious picture for the 
good, and giving to the bad a miserable 
chroino. Hamlin, unobserved, stole to 
one corner of the house. Ho blew the 
firebrand till it blazed. Ho laid it 
down and gathered splinters and dry 
grasses. Then, igniting them, ho 
thrust, the blading fagots and grasses 
under one corner of the house. He fed 
the fire v : th sticks and chips, and when 
he sa\. that the fire would "go" he 
yelled domoniacly and dashed away 
through the woods. The congregation 
was startled by an outcry, but, hearing 
no repetition, again gave way to the 
influence of the speaker. Suddenly a 
glare. A flame spear had shoe through j 
the floor. The superstitious congrcga* 
tion crowded together like sheep, and 
tho minister, himself frightened, ran ! 
from the house, followed by his entire 
(lock. The house burned down, and 
when Mrs. Hamlin went home she 
found her husband tossing on the bed. 
Ho said ho was burning up, and before 
water could be lifted to his mouth it 
became boiling hot. Suddenly he 
sprang out of bed. Every hair on 
his head seemed a blaze of lire. Cur- 
rents of fire ran from his ears into his 
nostrils. With a wild yell ho ran from 
the house, and ever since then he has 
been burning. There arc hundreds 
who will vouch for this improbable 
story.

Verlin grew very angry at this 
and drawing a revolver pointed it at his 
debtor's head. Sho lied, and yesterday 
morning at 11 A o'clock swore out an in- 
formation against him for pointing the 
pistol at her. About half-an-hour after- 
vvaivls, in company with Mr. S. P. Mills 
and Duncan Finlayaon, of the law office 
of Drake & Jackson, Mrs. Cavalhao pro- 
ceeded to her store. Verlin was in "the 
act of opening the doors. Mr. Mills en- 
tored first, followed by tho woman audi), j 
Finlayaon. Mr. Mills demanded tho key. : 
Verlin turned and walked to the roar of 
the store, behind some shawls that were 
hanging up. In an instant ho returned 
facing tho party and walking towards 
them. When about ten feet distant he 
raised a rifle loaded with shot, and point- 
ing deliberately at the woman, tired. Tho 
charge entered hor thigh, Sho tottored ; 
and ran screaming out of tho storo to the 
sidewalk, and across tho stroet, followed j 
by Mr. Mills. Tho assassin was thon soon 
by Master Finlayaon, who was still in tho 
storo, to place a bottle to his mouth and 
drink tho contents. Ho thon rushed out 
after tho woman and drawing a small sov- 
en-chamberod revolver fired oneo at her as 
she was being assisted, begging pitoously 
for protection, into a store by Mr. Mills. 
Verlin thon put tho pistol to his right 
temple and fared once, the blood gushing 
out and covering his head and face. He 
then ran up Cormorant street, followed 
by Messrs. Mills and Finlayaon, who 
raised a hue and cry, and by several men 
who happened to bo passing. He turned 
north at Government streot, crossed Her- 
ald street, and ontering an empty lot on 
the southeast corner stood at bay. Some 
of tho pursuers, being warned by Mr. Mills 
that the man had a pistol, throw stones 
Ho paid no attention to 
the missiles, and aftor standing motion- 
less for two or thrco minutes opened his 
v«st and fired twice with the rovolvor into 
his side. Ho then walked behind a fenco 
where he was presently found by an In- 
dian lying on the ground. A crowd of 
several hundred persons soon gathered 
! about the man, who seemed perfoctly cool 
| and collected. The pistol was found by 
i his side with threo chambers loaded. A

William Gilbort, on remand, charged 
with having unlawfully and feloniously 
appropriated to his own use the sum of 
8210, tho property of Chas. C. Bartlett of 
Port Townsend. 

Mr. Robertson, Q. C, appeared forthe 
prosecution and Mr. Theo. Davie for tho 
prisoner. 

F. A. Bartlett, deposed — I am acquaint- 
ed with tho prisoner who has boon captain 
of tho schooner Winifred, engaged in 
freighting on Puget Sound ports ; when 
the Winifred last left the Sound sho bo- 
longed, so far as I know, to Gilbert; the 
prisoner has transacted business with my 
father and myself ; ho has bought and 
sold produce for us, carried money for us 
and performed other business for us ; ho 
was always paid for carrying freight for 
us and frequently for collecting money for 
us ; about three weeks ago I as clerk for 
my father gave tho prisoner a noto for 
8210 to colloct from Mr. A. . Johnson of 
Nanaimo, by whom the noto was drawn ; 
I havo paid out and receipted for my 
father for the last threo or four yoars ; 
after I gavo tho prisoner tho note ho left 
for Nanaimo with tho schooner ; I do not 
know what became of tho noto ; Gilbert 
made no report to me and did not pay 
over the money. 

To tho Court— I instructed tho prjsonor 
verbally to collect the note and forward 
the money to us ; if ho had mado a chargo 
for collecting we would havo paid him. 
We have always paid him whenever ho 
has mado charges for his services of a 
similar nature. 

To Mr. Davie — There was no binding 
obligation on the prisoner to collect tho 
money ; he was simply employed by mo 
to do so and was our agent for that pur- 
pose and no other. 

Henry Saunders, Johnson streot, do- 
posed that about two weeks ago tho de- 
fendant arrived on board tho schooner 
Winifred from Nanaimo ; tho schooner 
had a cargo of wheat which Gilbort said 
he had taken from the Sound to Nanaimo 
where he had paid duty on it ; ho did not 
tell me from whom he got the wheat; I 
bought it for about 8100, which was paid 
part in cash and part in trade ; the salo 
took place about 10 days ago. 

Philip J. Hall deposed — I met the pri- 
soner last Saturday week in this city ; the 
schooner Winifred was then in the har- 
bor and I wont dow r to look at her bo- 
cause Gilbert said La wanted to soli her ; 
not gttro whether r.lio had her cargo on 
board or not ; she had not on Monday tho 
10th inst. when I closed the bargain for 
tho purchase of tho vessel ; Gilbert is still 
in chargo of tho schooner and will run her 
on shares ; I bought her for 8(500, but did 
not pay any of my own money for her ; I 
got an advance on a bottomry bond ; sho 
has changed her flag and that is what 
theso pooplo are mad about (laughter); 
she is a nice little schooner, too, and I 
don't want to sell her ; I have not rocoiv- 
ed tho money on the bottomry bond yet ; 
when it is paid it will bo received by Gil- 
bert through a third party ; tho schooner 
is already rogistorod in my name. 

To Mr. Davie— I gave a promissory 
noto to Gilbort for tho S'tiOO and secured 
it by a mortgage or bottomry on the 
schooner ; 1 bought her to go sealing next 
spring ; Gilbort was to go as captnin and 
I was to supply all the goods required ; 
sho was to have sailed last Thursday for 
Fort Rupert ; I knew nothing of this 
charge until last Saturday when the war- 
rant was issued for Gilbert's arrest. 

John Collins, a hand belonging to the 
schooner, deposed that it was contem- 
plated that tho vessel should loayo on 
Thursday evening last; ho did not know 
for what destination; he had seen tho 
prisoner on Thursday, Friday and Satur- 
day morning and evening. In conversa- 
tions with the prisoner nothing had been 
said about tho prosecutor's claim. 

Sorgt. Bloomfield testified that he 
arrested the prisoner who stated that his 
name was "Smith;" witness replied that 
ho had a warrant for one Gilbert and 
that ho believed him to be tho man; tho 
prisoner thereupon said "that's my 
name, ' meaning, as witness thought, that 
his name was Smith; when the prisoner 
got to the gaol he said that he was an 
Englishman and "had got the best of 
them Yanks'' and that they were mad 
about it. 

Superintendent Todd deposed that ho 
was present in Court last Monday and 
heard the prisoner admit that he had re- 
ceived tho money for the note and also 
remarked that he had had no time to pay 
it ovor and that it had never been de- 
manded from him. 

The Magistrate said that ho did not con- 
sider tho evidence of tho last witness was 
sufficient to prove tho receipt tho money. 

Mr. Robertson said that if that was His 
Honor's opinion he would have to ask for 
a remand till Monday to produce the wit- 
ness Johnson, from Nanaimo. 

Mr. Davie said that the evidence as to 
receipt of the money was quite sufficient 
as tho voluntary statement of a prisoner 
was evidence against him and that tho 
receipt of the money was not disputed. 
He was then prepared to show that the 
charge was not one of which a criminal 
tribunal could take cognizance and that it 
was best for his contention to be disposed I 
of at once as a decision would probably j 
put an end to the case and avoid un- 
necessary expense and delay. 

His Honor concluded not to enter into 
the proposed discussion at present and 
stated that he should grant the remand. 

Mr. Wangenheiin, proprietor of the St. I 
Charles Hotel, stated that the prosecutor | 
boarded at his establishment during 
Thursday, Friday, Saturday and Sunday I 
last; the prisoner was in and out on the ' 
two last days, but witness had never seen 
him in company with the prosecutor. 

The ease was hero adjourned.

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

AFGHANISTAN. 

London, Nov. 10. — A Calcutta dis- 
patch says: The principal event of the 
past week has been the junction of the 
Cabul and Jellalabad columns, efiecteci 
at Kutty Singh Thursday. This junc- 
tion having been effected, the Khyber 
and Jagdalak route will become the 
sole line of communication with Cabul. 
Everything is going on quietly at Ca- 
bul. The English troops are housed 
in the Shirpur Cantonments, which arc 
very comfortable. Winter seems to be 
setting in early, and nine degrees of 
frost have already been registered. 

The suspicion which rested on Ya- 
koob Khan, and which was temporarily 
removed by his joining General Rob- 
erts at Kushi, is again settling down 
on him. ft has been discovered that 
on the night before the battle of Chara- 
siah, he was visited in his tent by Nnib 
Mahomed, who commanded the enemy 
the next day, and it is also stated that 
a plan for his escape from our camp 
lias been found out. Yakoob Khan is 
now practically a prisoner, and has been 
removed from HuBsaiig to Shirprar, 
under escort of the Nintlj> Lancers. 
All his attendants, except four, have 
been dismissed. A sentry is con- 
stantly on duty inside his quarters, 
and strong guards are placed outside. 

The mystery as to what lias been 
done with tho bodies of Major Cavag- 
uari and his companions is not yet 
solved. 

Our relations with the tribes art; as- 
suming a mora satisfactory aspect. 

Preparations continue to be pushed 
forward in India ,with undiminished 
vigor. The Sukkur and Dudur Rail- 
way is open for engines nearly to Ja- 
cobabad, and is being constructed at 
the rate of over a mile per day.

— A telegram re- 
ceived here states that the Chileans in 
taking Pisaqua experienced a deter- 
mined resistance from the Peruvians, 
and they lost 500 men killed ami 
wounded. 

London, Nov. 10.— A Valparaiso 
dispatch of the 30th of October says: 
A combined attack by Chilean land 
and sea forces was mado on Pisaqua, 
which was taken after a bombardment 
lasting five hours. Three hundred 
Chileans wcro killed and wounded.

The Chileans are endeavor- 
ing to capture Iquiqui and Arica by 
reducing tho inhabitants to extremi- 
ties. One hundred and twenty-eight 
prisoners from the Peruvian ironclad 
Huascar had arrived. 

EUROPE. 

London, Nov. 15. — The Economist 
says the most striking feature in Co- 
lonial railways has been tho rise in 
Grand Trunk stocks on the official 
notification of the purchase of a con- 
nection to Chicago. 

Vienna, Nov. 15. — The Porto and 
the Sultan arc spending their whole 
time over the reform question and the 
demands of England. The position of 
other powers is necessarily one of re- 
serve on a question which primarily 
concerns only England and Turkey, 
and in which marked interference 
would tend to embroil rather than clear 
matters. Still, as regards Austria and 
Germany, it may bo taken for granted 
that their influence is being exerted in 
support of the demand for the begin- 
ning of reforms. 

London, Nov. 17. — A cabinet coun- 
cil to-day was hastily called by tele- 
graph. The council sat over an hour. 
All the ministers were present except 
Viscount Sandon and the Duke of 
Richmond. The statement was made 
that a Paris correspondent of the St. 
Petersburg Novoe Vremya had held an 
interview with Lord Dufferin, at which 
the latter had expressed some opinions 
he had witli regard to tho status of 
England Russia toward Turkey, which 
\\ ere significant. 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 12. — The 
semi-official newspaper, tho Journal dt 
St. Petersburg, and the Golos consider 
that Beaconslield's speech was more 
intended to produce an impression at 
home, in view of the approach of the 
general election, than abroad. The 
Journal de St. Petersburg considers that 
Bcaconsfield's expressions afford proof 
that tho British public lean toward 
peace. The O'olos says: Beaconsfj eld's 
tone was so lowered as to almost 
amount to renunciation of all that he 
and Salisbury had previously said.
